A Club of Wits, in a communication te the 
jast Gazette, [a jacobin paper printed at Utica} 
appeared to be mightily tickled with the nemr- 
nation of General Platt for the next governor.

Twill 
not at this time call them by name, but they are a 
set of worthies, who have been some time known 
in this country as “ The Prench Directery ;” they 
know the character of General Piatt is above 
suspicion: they enyy his fame which throws 
them in the shade; they decry his talents which 
the combined strengtly of tite directory can nev- 
er equal; they sieken at his virtues, which the 
depravity of their hearts will not permit them to 
imitate ; and they sce in his nomitistion, 1 pre- 
luce to the downfall of thew imaginary great- 
ness. 

Children whistle in the dark to drive away 
their fears, and “ Fhe French Directory” affect 
to laugh at General Platt’s nomination in order 
to conceal their chagrin and mortification and 
prevent their party from catching the infection. 
The wit of the communication consists in calling 
General Plait “ an obscure country Lawyer.” But 
as the “ Directory” has now entirely lost the 

fidence ef this community, the story of Gen- 
eral Platt’s “ obscurity” will not pass current, 
unless supported by more solid proofs than their

not yet forgotien that every one referted, was 
immediately thrust from offices and as Mr. 
Platt always has bcen a chscipte of Washington

Some people thought Mr. Piatt was not turned 
out because the Stute Managers feared to meet 
the burst ef indignation which would have foi- 
lowed.

ivided people, that their interest would find a® 
strong support among us even im the event of 
War. In this opinion we do not concur. Al-
